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PROCEEDINGS OF A MEETING OF THE MUHAMMADAN 
EDUCATIONAL ENDOWMENTS COMMITTEE, HELD 
ON 28TH DECEMBER 1886. 


Published for general information at the request of the Committee.

Tne President observed that Mr. Nolan’s note gave an accurate statement 
of the general result of the enquiry conducted by the Committee. From the 
decision passed by the High Court after hearing the argument of Mr. Amir Ali 
in the Sasseram-Khanka endowment case, it appeared that under the existing law 
an endowment might be treated as religious, though the deed by which it was 
constituted contained some provision for education. The speaker proposed that 
in such cases power should be given to the Civil Courts, on application made, to 
separate the educational from the religious portion of endowments, and to 
make separate provision for each, just as similar powers had been given to the 
Board of Revenue by Act XX of 1863. As to Nawab Meer Mahomed Ali’s 
recommendation for the appointment of a Standing Committee, it might be 
adopted, but much of the real work would always have to be done by 
Government. 

Mr. Nolan pointed out that under section 539, Civil Procedure Code, a 
Civil Court had at present the power, ‘ whenever the direction of the Court 
is deemed necessary,” to declare the proportions in which the objects of an 
endowment are entitled, and settle a scheme of management. He did not see 
what new jurisdiction the proposed law would confer. Did the President 
intend to suggest any principle according to which the division should be 
made ? If left to their own guidance, the Courts would act as at present, and 
education would not be promoted. 

The President replied that he would make the procedure cheaper and more 
summary than under section 539, and he would require no proof of fraud. The 
principle of division should, he thought, be to give the surplus to education 
after making a sufficient provision for al] religious objects. 

Mr. Amir Ali stated that he quite agreed with the President as to. the 
desirability of simplifying the procedure in endowment cases. The supervision — 
of endowments was a regular part of the duty of Government in Mubammadan 
countries : the officer charged with that function was in Turkey called the Nazir- 
i-Awkaf. But the executive should not have power to divert the course of 
endowments, lest officers should apply the funds to objects in which they took 
an immediate interest without due regard to the terms of the foundation. ] 

Nawab Abdul Latif, Khan Bahadur, stated, speaking generally, a 
‘Muhammadan endowment originated in the act of some pious person who built 
a mosque during his lifetime, and on his death, being, perhaps, without the 
blessing of children, left a foundation to maintain it, devoting so much for 
lighting it, and so much for the maintenance of talil-ul-ilm—seekers of 
knowledge. The mosque is often at a distance from any town, and it is desired” 
that some persons should reside in it to pray. The tAlil-ul-ilm are such persons, * 
and their residence was contemplated by the pious founders, If the money 
assigned for them is to be taken away, and devoted to education elsewheré 
than iu the mosque, who will remain to pray ? , aye 

Mr. Amir Ali stated that he did not understand Mr. Paul's 
referring to purely religious endownients, but where there ar 
expressed or implied, on the part of the founder, that a 
should be devoted to education, then pe principle could 
now studied English and Bengali. Nawab Abdul 
himself an advocate of this.’ . The ged ret 
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students. 
The President said he did not see much udvantage from the residence of 
idle tAlil-ul-ilms at mosques, when they might be acquiring a useful education 
elsewhere. He would leave purely religious endowments alone, and referred only 
_ to those of a mixed character. The contention that money assigned for the 
maintenance of students could not be devoted to secular education seemed 
to touch the root of the Committee’s business. It was not clear how there could 
be any improvement if this position were maintained. 
on’ble Abdul Jubber produced Hughes’ Dictionary of Islam in which 

tilil-ul-ilm is described as “‘a term generally used for a student of Divinity.” 
In this case we should distinguish between our ideas of education and those with 
which pious founders made provision for students in endowment de ds. It was 
certain that the founders of former generations contemplated an education of a 
character different in its essence from that given in our schools. He knew a 
case in which sueh a founder, managing his own endowment, refused to support 
stndents if they learned Bengali. The prejudice against English education 
survived in certain classes; he knew a mukhtear who refused to give his son 
such an education. Men of the present day might found institutions for educa- 
tion of the modern type, and they did do so, as our proceedings prove. But 
they should not interfere with the bequests of dead men. He had no objection 
to supervision of endowments, but opposed the diversion of funds from religious 
to English education, 

' Nawab Meer Mahomed Ali enquired what was the word for a secular 
student, if talil-ul-ilm meant a theological student ? 

Nawab Abdul Latif replied that he knew of no specific designation for 
a secular student, and did not maintain that talil-ul-ilm always meant divinity 
students, but that it bore that significance in our endowment deeds. This could 
be proved by witnesses. 

Mr, Nolan said that Mr. Paul’s proposals were new to the Committee, 
and having been examined in a preliminary discussion, their further con- 
sideration might, with the permission of the President, be postponed. He was 
not sanguine as to the benefit of simplifying the procedure for trying endowment 
cases. These almost always involved questions of private claims to the 
property, which had to be regularly tried, if any case had to be; while such 
Book as the framing of schemes of management was at present, he understood 
from the High Court's action in the Bruce legacy case, done in chambers, in 
the most convenient wav. The proposal to devote to secular education all 
the proceeds of mixed endowments not needed for religious purposes wes very 
important, and would, if adopted, lead to large financial results. He presumed 
that no attempt would ever be made to supersede religious education in 
mosques ‘where such was in fact given. But apart from this would not a 

jsal constitute to education the residuary legatee of all endowments, 
after specific bequests had heen carried out be unfavourably received by the 
Muhammadans as a body? In matters which might be taken as trenching 
on religion, great caution should be observed, and it was desirable not to 
proceed in advance of public opinion. There was another aspect of the case 
which had not been discussed,—that of the mutwalis, or hereditary managers, 
who now often acted as residuary legatees, taking the surplus profits of endow- 
ments after providing for specified objects How would their claims be recon- 
ciled with making over this same pa to education ? 

Mr Ameer Ali replied that the principle would apply only when the

2. In our preliminary report to Government, dated the 30th July ph: we gave 
list of 46 endowments at present maintained in working order, and of 15 ar 
the funds of which the local officers considered that malversation had ete pl \ 
to the latter, we noticed that the Committee, in their instructions to those arte ner 
requested that copies of the fou/eufnamahs of endowments might be forwarded, or, — 
these were not obtainable, the statements of competent witneases ; but that this course 
not ‘been followed with regard to the 15 suspected foundations. The» allegations i 
malversation could therefore only be considered as the expression of opinions to be tested 
by subsequect enquiries which the local officers were reqvested-to make, The first business 
of the Committee on re-assembling will be to consider the result of these enquities. 

8. Four of the fifteen endowments are situated in the Patoa Division, and are dealt 
with in Mr. Halliday’s report dated the 16th November, a copy of which is: lated here. 
with. The original information on the subject was given by Moulvie ‘Ki Buksh, 
Government Pleader of Patna, the local committee being reported to be ind nt. The 
allegation of misapprovriation of educational funds has not im any instance been. substan- 
tiated. The persons in possession of the land said to appertain to two of the foundations 
claim to be private owners of the estates, and deny the existence of any trust; and nothing 
bas been found to show that such trusts exist. The copy of the fouleutnamah’ r the third 
(the original document is missing) contains no provision for education. The touleutnamah 
of the fourth institution, that of Jafri, indicates that the foundation is primarily religious, 
but contains some reference to education, the land being left for the support of the trustee, 
the repairs of a morqne, khankah and tombs for charity to poor travellers, pupils, “preach.

In some instances, indeed, the foundation may be 
regarded as an expedient for creating a perpetual entail, and in that aspect very ingeniously 
adapted to its purpose. We have not discovered any ancient foundation exclusively, or even 
rimarily, secular in character. The Bohar endowment, Burdwan Division, is entered in our 
list as “partly educational, partly charitable ;” but on reference to the touleutnamah 1 find 
that it was established for the maintenance and lighting of amausoleum. The educational 
element in old endowments is introduced by some clause in the deed prescribing the imparting of 
instruction to students, generally described as /alilm’lilm, or by the fact that, without such 
written obligation to do so, the manager has in fact maintained a madrassa, or pupils. The 
obsin endowment is the most striking instance of a foundation which has been devoted to 
‘education, though the original deed gave no hint of such an intention in the breast of thie 
pious founder ; it happened to come under Government management, and the funds were 
employed in the way supposed to be most useful. The /ouleutnamah also provide occasionally 
fortwo other forms of charity—doles to the poor, and the support of travellers by erecting 
serais or otherwise. Though such acts are not strictly religious, they accord with the Muham- 
medan, as they do with the medizval Christian, ideal of a religious institution, an endowed 
mosque being considered, I understand (some members of the Committee will be able 
to correct me if I am wrong im this) not merely a place of worsiip, like a chureh 
open only on Sundays, but also a suitable place for imparting instruction of a certain class, 
for the relief of the poor, and particularly of travellers who may be supposed *o be pilgrims, 

10, Our enquiry fully substantiates the assertion that there is great danger of the 
perversion to private uses of ancient endowments, In some instances a part of the wak/ 
land has been sold or otherwise permanently alienated. Modern educational endowments, 
as far as we have ascertained, appear to be looked after with due care. 

ll. ‘Lhese, I understand, are the broad facts with regard to Muhammedan endow- 
ments, and I need not point out that they indicate difficulties greater than those felt in dealing 
with charitable foundations in Kygland, The manner in which secular trusts grow out of, 
and are intermixed with, the main religions object of ancient endowments, and the hereditary 
claira of many persons to the management o! the foundation, and to maintenance on an 
undefined scale out of the proceeds, render it a delicate task to interfere for the protection 
of worldy and public interests without disturbing religious or private rights. Two members of 
the Committee, who were engaged in the recent litigation as tu the Sasseram endowment, will

12. Such being the facts with which we have to deal, it remains to state the proposals 
which have to be considered.

They should, therefore, make cortain, in taking 
their passages, that the steamer starts sv as to arrive at Jeddah iu time for tne Haj, after 
making due allowance for the deteution at Camuran. During the quarantine at Camaray 
the Turkish Government require the pilgrims to pay certain fees, besides arranging for their 
own provisions, aud ships which have evaded quarautine are not allowed to laud their 
pilgrims at Jeddah. pms fd

sufficient funds for the expenses of quarantine and of the Hj, and for their | ourney back 
w India.

Report of the operations of the Agricultural Department of Bengal, from 
the date of its creation to the end of July 1886.

A Report from the Director of the Agricultural Dopartment, Bengal, No, 510, 
dated 1ith October 1886. 


The appointment, for a period of two years, of a special officer to advise 
the Licutenant-Governor on all matters relatine 
to agriculture and. statistics, to undertake pre. 
_liminary enquiries in connection with the experimental survey in the Patna 
Division, and to assist in obtaining detailed information required by the 
Secretary of State as to Government and Wards’ estates, was sanctioned 
the Government of India in a letter No, 433A, dated the 28th May 1884, 
On Mr. Finucane’s return from furlough at the end of December 1885, he 
was selected to be the Director of the Agricultural Department for the 
performance of these duties, and was at first employed mainly on 
pressing work in connection with the Bill which subsequently was passed as 
the Bengal Tenancy Act. On the znd May 1885 a Resolution was issuad, 
defining, as far as was then possible, the functions of the newly created office. 
It was stated that Mr, Finucane’s work would be of two kinds—agricultural 
research, including the arrangements for the experimental survey in 
Mozufferpore district, and for the maintenance of the results obtained by 
a system of village records, as also the collection of the returns of the prices 
of food-staples required by the Bengal ‘enancy Act; and agricultural 
improvements, to be undertaken with the co-operation of such societies, 
as the Agri-Horticultural and the Zoological, of local Committees, and 
of such landowners or farmers as might be good enough to lend their 
assistance. In regard to duties of the first class, he was placed under the 
control of the Board of Revenue, and directed to report to them ; while 
his efforts for agricultural improvement were to be made under the direct 
orders of Government in the keyenue Department. The services of 
Mr. Allen, c.s., placed for one year in charge of the Government estates of 
Shahabad, of Mr. Ambica Churn Sen, c.s., and Mr. Sakhawat Hossein, Deputy 
Collector, all graduates of the Cirencester College, were placed at his disposal, 
so far as this could be done without interfering with their other duties.

4. The result of this tentative measure, so far as it has gone, shows. 
that the average area held by aryot was three acres. The cost of survey 
was nearly 9 annas an acre on the area surveyed, but this included certain 
initial expenses, and the Director of the Agricultural Department estimates that 
the total cost of survey and settlement would not, at the conclusion of the 
work, exceed 8} annas an acre, which he describes as a tenth part of one 
year’s rent—certainly a moderate price to pay for a permanent record securing 
the interests of all parties. There was neither opposition to the survey, nor 
friction in carrying it out. The Lieutenant-Governor considers that this work 
has been ably and successfully executed, under the supervision of the Director 
of the Agricultural Department, by Colonel Barron and Mr. Edward Collin. 
It will be of permanent value, both as a monument of local rights, and as a 
proof that the province generally may be protected by an accurate survey 
and a record of rights with little trouble, and at a cost moderate in proportion 
to the area dealt with. 

5. In his advocacy of surveys, the Director goes so far as to maintain that, 
St ca . without some such measure, the Bengal Tenancy Act 

Rey Cheer ET will be altoyvether inoperative in Behar, and that it 
will leave the cultivators absolutely at the mercy of the owners of land. He 
has spoken so strongly on the subject, that it seems necessary to note that his 
views are not identical with those frequently expressed by the Bengal Govern- 
ment. That no law, unsupported by executive action, can completely and 
satisiactorily settle the relations betwecn landlord and tenant in that Provinee 
is most true; bat in supporting this position, it is not necessary to assert. that no 
effect whatever can be produced by the law now administered through the Civil 
Oourts. The latter opinion seems connected with a mistaken view of the origin 
and nature of the power of the Behar zemindars, who have, in most cases, no few 
or other-méluence, and derive such strength as they possess entirely trom the 
law. Ithas freqaently been noticed that the proprietors most potent for evil are 
pleaders, mooktears and other new men, who have recently purehased esta 
over the residents on which they neither can nor do possess any influence beyo 
that which they gain, directly or indirectly, from their legal rights, as con- 
strued by the Courts. How extensive these legal powers were ,appears from 
the statement made by the Behar Rent Qommittee of 1879, that an examina- _ 
tion of the jumabundee papers of Behar éstates showed that less than ong a 
per cent. of the ryots had tangible evidence of occupancy rights, and that of — 
the remaining 99 per cent. it was doubtful whether even one could, prove the — 
pussession of such nights. Those who were not able to show a title as occupancy 
ryots, that is to say, the main body of the cultivators, were held by the Cou 
to be either tenants for short periods under leases, or more rally tenan’ 
at-will; and to these the old law gave no power to contest any, sent he

1ey at least haye never failed to realize that their power, however great 
its extent, and however illegally it might on occasions be exercised, was derived 
iltimately from the law, and could therefore be altered or diminished 
law. The change effected by the new Act is illustrated by the fact 
at, on the area surveyed, not one per cent., but 88 per cent. of 
the ryots have proved that they possess occupancy rights, or a position 
to that of occupancy ryots. Though the Director comments

* on the limited sale in Mozufferpore of the new forms of receipts for 


rent, the use of which is a test of the extent to which the Bengal ‘enuncy 
Acts being enforced, it appears that no less than 221,800 specimen forms 
were s0ld in that district before the end of June 1586, that is within nine 
months of the introduction of the law, and that purchases were also made for 
use in the district from private firms in Mozufferpore town and in Calcutta. 
It may further be noted that what is true about Mozufferpore upon this 
point is clearly established all over Bengal. ‘Ihe number of holdings in 
the district of Mozafferpore is not known, but that of agriculturists is 
458,570 according to the last census. The Lieutenant-Governor would wish, 
in the interests of the zemindars as much as in those of the tenants, that the 
rights and liabilities of ail classes under the new order could be ascertained and 
recorded, as they have been in the selected area; but even without this supple- 
mental work there can be no doubt in his aes that the Act, which so greatly 
acilitates the proof of occupancy rights, that is of fixity of tenure at judicial 
its, which. substitutes the open sale of such rights for eviction in case of 
fault of payment which withdraws the power of distraint otherwise than 
rough the Courts, and generally curtails the power of the landlord to infliet 
annoyance under the form of law, will prove a real and substantial defence to 
the ryots against illegal encroachments. The guzashta and other ryots of 
Behar, who. possessed substantial privileges under the old law, were able to 
’ defend their position, and their attitude gives no countennnce to the allegation 
‘when cultivators really have rights capable of proof in court, they never- 
less submit tamely to extortion. In this Sir Rivers Thompson is happy to be 
to adopt the language used by the late Secretary of State who, in his

To take another éxample of the 
saine thing, it may be mentioned that efforts have from time to time been made to” improve 
the quality of Bengal wheat, by introducing seed from Mozuffernayar and Delhi in ignora 
of the fact that the very best wheat in all India, known as Buxar No. | clitb, is la 
produved and exported from the Buxar and Sasseram sub-divisions of ~hahabad in Behar, 
‘’his species was appraised by the ‘‘ommittee of the Caleutts Wheat and Trades’ Association, 
and was compared with the grain produced in the neighbouring division of Bhagulpore, and 
found to be 4 annas per maund superior to the latter in value. The Buxar seed was 
accordingly introduced into Bhagulpore, and yielded a grain described by the Committee of © 
the Wheat and Trades’ Association to be a “splendid description of wheat—soft, mellow, 
bold, regular, and of good colour’’—and 6 annasa maund superior in value to the local 
Bhagulpore grain. Applications for some hundreds of maunds of Buxar seed have since 
been received from various landholders in the Bhagulpore and other divisions for experi- 
mental cultivation of species. Here inquiry and knowledge of the facts elicited ‘by it has 
shown the way to one very tangible and important improvement.” . 
7. Mr. Allen, in his valuable report attached to that of the Director, 
The same notices that the sole exception to the preservation by 
. the cultivators of all sources of manure is the waste 


of bones, the best substance for restoring the phosphoric acid which every crop 
takes out of the soil. The bones were formerly suffered to lie where they 
might be of some little use, but are now collected gratuitously, ground into 
meal at Bally and elsewhere, and exported to Europe to the great detriment 
of Indian agriculture. Mr. Allen writes :— . 
“The only way to bring home to him (the cultivator) the folly of wasting this manure is 
to shew the improved outturn from crops which have been manured with bones. The quickest 
means of rendering bones soluble and effective is to dissolve them in acid, but the eee is 
too costly for adoption by the ordinary farmer. Accordingly, I proceeded to ferment bonesin 
various places, and these will be applied to crops not only at the demonstration farms under 
my charge, but in a number of villages under the Court of Wards. It is to be hoped that the. 
increased outturn, and the ease with which this manure can be prepared, may overcome caste. 
prejudices, but of this it would be unwise to speak too confidently. In one case I induc 

an intelligent zemindar, Moulvie Fazlar a of Dunri, to manure his beet-root with 
some bones which he had buried some years ago. The result was that he obtained. finer 
roots than he had grown heretofore, but they were literally unsaleable in the local bazar 
solely because tiey had been manured with bone. No such prejudice was shown at Arrah’

_ “Qne useful result which followed the Doomraon Agricultural Exhibition was that the 
Maharajeh of Doomraon, with a laudable desire to test the value of improved methods of 
cultivation, opened out on his sirat lands the experimental farm already described. 

“There was considerable competition in exhibits of grain, millets, pulses, and oil-seeds. 

“The ryots at the Exhibition asked for samples of the best varieties of some grains which 
wore not produced. locally, viz., white varieties of linseed, gram, janera, and peas, and some 
fine-qualities of paddy ‘I'hey also tvok much interest in the awards for wheat, and on the 
recurrence of a similar Exhibition last cold weather in the neighbourhood at Barrahpur, some 
of the ryots who had received prizes at this Exhibition, but failed to do so at Barrahpur, 
questioned the propriety of the awards and seemed to be keenly interested in the results. If 
these Exhibitions are coutinued, and the cultivation of the better kinds of grain is thus 
fostered in Shahabad,—the district which has taken the lead of all others in attempts at 
agriculural improvement,—the cultivators on Government estates may be induced to grow 
pedigree wheat for seed alone.” 

As to the second, he states :— 

“An Agricultural Exhibition was held at Barrahpur near Doomraon at the end of 
February 1886, and as I was present at it myself, I can testify to its having been a successful 
ove. It was largely attended ; the ryots took much interest in the proceedings. Mr. Power, 
the Collector, Mr. Jenkins, the Sub-divisional Officer, Mr. Allen, and the Executive Com- 

i took great pains in organizing this Exhibition, which they attended at much personal 
inconvenience. It was held in connection with a local medé in a somewhat out-of-the-way 
place. and was not accompanied by any of the social festivities which sometimes make these 
gatherings attractive.” 

11. ‘Sir Rivers Thompson hopes to be able to attend the Show which is to 
be held at Dumraon next February, and to judge for himself as to the 
utility of what under the Maharajah’s auspices has become an annual institution. 
Under skilled supervision, and when supported by the public, such Shows 
produce excellent results, in diffusing agricultural knowledge, and in attracting 
thesympathy of the wealthy and intelligent classes to the details of the most 
general and indispensable of industrial pursuits. : 

12. An Exhibition took place at Riaansmss, in Purneah, in Janu 
1886, at which there was a ready sale for axes, sickles and bill-hooks exhibited 
by Messrs. T, E. ‘Thomson and Company. A demand has since arisen for the 
seed of. superior class: of potatoes exhibited. ‘I'here were Exhibitions also 
organised without European aid in the Backergunge and Noakhally districts. 

‘18. The Lieutenant-Governor desires to thank Mr. Finucane for zealous 
efforts in starting the Agricultural Department in Bengal and his efficient 

wement of it since its establishment Messrs. Allen, Collin, and Sen have 


materially contributed to its suceess by their co-operation. He also notices 


with pleasure the favourable mention made by the Director of the services 
rendered by gentlemen unconnected with the department.

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METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL SUMMARY OF THE PROVINCE OF | 
BENGAL FOR THE MONTH OF DECEMBER 1886. 


Tne meteorology of the month of December in Bengal is usually very simple, the 
conditions being almost identical with those which obtain during the preceding month of 
November. North-east monsoon normal conditions are present in their most complete form 
in Bengal during the months of December and January. 

The normal features of the month of December are diminishing temperature, increasing 

ressure, cloudless skies, great dryuess of the air in the day-time, a very considerable range 
in the daily temperature, and the prevalence of light northerly winds with a westerly element 
which increases in amount westwards from Central Bengal to Behar. 

The normal weather of the month is subject to two classes of interruptions or 
disturbances. The first class are originated by the occurrence of Sos storms in the 
Buy. most nsually at this time of the year in the south of the Bay. They affect the weather 
in Bengal indirectly in the manner explained in the November monthly review. Temper- 
ature rises, the air becomes more> humid, especially in the coast districts, the dry land 
winds are replaced by variable local winds or by light sea winds, skies become clouded, 
and ‘showers, if the storm is extensive, fall in South Bengal and Orissa. The 
effects of these storms are usually smaller in December than in November, as they are 
generally formed further south, and are also, as a rule, jess extensive and intense than , 
the November cyclones. ‘Che second class of disturbance are due to the entrance into or 
passage through the Province of cold weather barometric depressions. These usually (so’ 
far asis at present known) take their origin in Upper or Central India, aud frequently, if 
not invariably, drift slowly eastwards or south-eastwards, gradually filling up as they 
advance. Many of them enter Behar, and some of them pass through Bengal, and 
fill up finally to the east of Bengal. The largest proportion of the rainfall of December, 
January, and February in Northern and Central India, and probably much of the snowfall 
of the Himalayas, accompanies the formation and march of these depressions. Durin 
their existence in Bengal, they usually give low barometer, clouded skies, light to moderate 
rain, diminished day and increased night temperature, and increased mean daily temperature. 
They are followed by fine dry clear weather, and greatly diminished night temperature, and 
a considerable reduction of the mean temperature, 

The normal average rainfill of the month is small for all districts. The average for 
Orissu and East Bengal is between fur and five-tenths of aninch. It varies between one 
and three-tenths in the remaining divisions. 

Meteorological summary of the month.—The weather conditions in the province were 
approximately normal during the month, A small storm or cyclone formed in the Bay on 
the 7th after the prevalence of squally weather over the south of the Bay for some days. 
It advanced a little to the north of west, and struck the Madras coast on the afternoon 
or evening of the 9th, and shortly afterwards disappeared, ‘The usual changes occurred in 
Bengal, here skies began to cloud over on the 7th or 8th, the change extending slowly from 
the coast districts to the interior Skies were heavily clouded or overcast throughout the 
province on the 9th and lUth. The southern districts of Orissa received moderate rain on 
these two days, and also on the ]1th and 12th. Light to moderate general rain fell on 
the | 2th in the western districts of South-West Bengal, due to the same disturbance, and 
in nearly every district of Behar, Whether thiswasdue to the same general disturbance, 
or to the entrance of a cold-weather depression into Behar from’ Upper India, cannot be 
dete: mined from the Bengal observations only, So far as can be judged, it was a small local 
disburbance subsidiary, due partly to the general disturbance, and partly to local meteoro- 
logical conditions in Behar. From this period to the end of the month five clear weather 
prevailed. But apparently there was much slight disturbance in Upper India, as the 
winds in Bengal were unususlly light and unsteady in character, and the temperature 
(more especially the night temperature) considerably above the average. 

Pressure—The fluctuations of the barometer during the greater part of the month 
have been such as always occur duriug fine clear weather. The disiurbance in the Bay from 
the 7ib to the 10th influenced pressure very slightly, and that chiefly in Orissa, I'ress' 
fell generally from the 9th to the 15tn, but after the effect of the general disturbance due 
to the cyclone in the Bay passed away, pressure oscillated slowly and within narrow 
limits during the remainder of the month, The mean pressure of the month varies 
slightly from the normal] inean pressure. It was °01” less than the normal for False Point 
and Saugor Island (which were most influenced by the cyclone) and slightly more than 
‘O1” in excess fur the Norh Behar stations aud Dacca. It was practically normal at all 
other s:ations (except perhaps Gya). eit a eet 

Temperature.—the chief ‘feaure of the month has been the considerable excess 
of temperature, an indirect effect of thecyclone in the Bay, and of theslighly disturbed or 
abnormal weather in Upper India. ‘I'he increase was, as is usual in December, ; mt 
inthe night than in the day temperature ‘The following table gives data for eig 
representative stations, and shews more fully avd exactly tban a verbal rip 
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‘Monthly variation table from weekly comparison tables. 
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The mean temperature of North Behar during the month was 24° above the normal; of North 
Behar, Orissa, and South-West Bengal 2°; of Ohutia Nagpur 14°; and of East Bengal 1°. 

Rainfall. —Geveral rain fell during the period from the 9th to the 13th, due primarily 
to the cyclonic disturbance in the Bay. The Pooree and Cuttack districts received raia 
on every day of that period ; Behar (excepting the Monghyr district) on the 12th, and the 
Obumparun district also on the Lith. Light showers fell in the 24-Pergunnahs and Miduoa- 
pore district, and in the most northern districts of North Bengal on the l2th. A few very 
light local showers of uo importance fell in other districts, The rainfall was above the 
average in Orissa, which received one inch (double its normal amount), aad in 
North Behar, which obtained an average of four-tenths—three times its normal amount. 
Th-se increased averages were, however, chiefly due to unusally heavy rainfall (for the 
month) in the Pooree district, which received an average of 2°8 inches, and the Chumparun 
and Sarun districts, which received (‘05 inches and ‘53 iach respectively. he rainfall 
in the whole of Bengal, in Chutia Nagpur, and South Behar was less than a teath of an 
inch, and practically nil.

aca: pi! ture of thé meteorology of the past week was the passage through the 
province of ac d-weather depression. So far as can be determined from the India weather 
telegrams sent from Simla daily, this depression originated in the south of Rajpootana 
or in Central India. It began to affect the weather in Bengal on Thursday afternoon, 
The barometer fell ‘rather rapidly from that time, and skies began to cloud over on 
Friday.” The central depression. appears to have passed through the northern districts 
‘of Onutia Nagpur, South Behar, the northern and central districts of South-West 
Bengal iuto Last Bengal, where it either filled up, or from whence it advanced into 
North Barmah. It gave overcast skies, thunderstorms, and moderate general rain onthe 
th and 8th to Cl utia Nagpur, South Behar, and the greater part of Hengal, 
Pressure was either normaLor slightly below the average at the commencement of the week. 
It oscillated irregularly, but showed a gencral tendency to fall during the week, due apparently 
to. some action external to the province. A rapid fall occurred on Friday, which was most 
“marked in South Behar and the central districts of South-West Bengal. Pressure has there- 
fore been below the average during the week, and the defect was very considerable at the 
end of the week. The mean pressure of the week was ‘06” in defect in South Behar and a 
part of South-West Bengal (represented by Burdwan and Caleutta), 05” ia Orissa and North 
Behar, and from ‘02” to 04” over the remainer of the province. 
Temperature was-approximately normal from the beginuing of the week until the 6th. 
The formation of cloud and the increased humidity of the air, which accompamed the 
advance of the depression into Bengal, caused a very considerable increase in the nizsht tem- 
rature of the 6th and 7th, aud a much smaller increase in the maximum day temperature. 
he mean temperature of the week is hence generally in excess. ‘The excess averaged 2°5° 
in Chutia Nagpur, 1:7° in South Behar, and 1° in South-West Bengal and Orissa. The 
mean temperature of the week was either normal, or slightly in defect in Hust and North 
Bengal and North Behar, 
The following table gives data-for eight representative stations in different districts 
of the province :—

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The'greater part of the raiufall accompanying this disturbance fell after 6 p.xt. of 
Friday, and hence the total amounts due to the disturbance will appear in the next report. 
The rainfall of the 7th was very geueral in Chutia Nagpur, which received an average of °5 
inch, and in South Behar which obtained an average of ‘24 inch. The southern districts 
of North Bengal, and the Moorshedabad aud Beerbhoom districts, rec-ived average amounts 
varying between *05 inch and ‘03 inch. The rainfall of the week in other districts was either 
very small in amount or nil. Protabgunj, in North Bhagulpore, reports 7°43 inches on the 
7th, but this is most probably a mistake and is being investigated, Noanibat (iu the Sonthay 
Pergunnahs) and Perozepore (in Backergunge) each received 1°2 inches on the 7th, and 
‘Hazaribagh 1:16 inches.

they occurred, subject to an appeal either to the Board of Revenue, or to any * 
other authority the Local Government might appoint The only other point 
to which he need refer was as to the section relating to boundary ma a 
provisions of the Bengal Survey Act V of 1875, regulating boundary marks. 
were somewhat elaborate and very stringent, The Superintendent had power 
to order the erection of temporary or permanent boundary marks, and 
he had power to instruct the zemindars, talukdars, and other landholders 
to keep up, maintain, or preserve those boundary marks, and he had power also 
to apportion the expense of erecting and maintaining those boundary marks 
among the proprietors and occupiers of lands. The Committee had only repro- 
duced these provisions in section 18 of the Bill so fur as to allow the Superinten- 
dent to erect either temporary or permanent boundary marks, ‘and to Bin him 
to require the occupier of land to maintain any temporary boundary marks 
which might be put up until the survey had been completed and finished. The 
Yommittee had not introduced any provision for the maintenance by owners 
or occupiers of land of permanent boundary marks. It appeared to them that 
in such a survey as this the Calcutta’ authorities should naturally and 
properly be charged with this duty, and not the owners or oceupiers of land; 
and that the Government and the Municipality, according as those authorities 
were interested in the maintenance of those permanent boundaries, should be 
charged with the expense. 

Then, in section 20, the Committee had introduced some small modifications. 
To allow only one month to elapse after the complete servey as the time duri 
which the papers might be inspected was too short a period, and might incon- 
venience all parties interested ; therefore the Committee had provided, follow- 
ing the principle adopted by the Municipal Commissioners in the valuation 
of the town, that when the survey of any portion of the town was completed, 
the maps and papers should be deposited in the office of the Commissioners ; 
and they bad also extended the period for examining the papers and lodging 
objections from one month to two months He moved that the report of the 
Select Committee be taken into consideration in order to the settlement of the 
clauses uf the Bill.

The Hon. Mr. Reynoups said he hud no objection to the amendment. He 
would have been very glud to have had the assistance of his hon. friend in 
the Select Committee; but knowing how much his time was taken up with 
the multifarious duties he had to perform, he had not pressed him to 
join the Committee. With regard to what had been said as to appointing 
the Collector of Calcutta or the Chairman of the Corporation sole judge, he 
did not think the wording of the section, if properly understood, would justify 
that conclusion, because it really meant that, when the parties applied for 
arbitration, and nominated on their own behalf one or more arbitrators, in that 
event the ‘Assistant Superintendent might sppoint either the Collector or Deputy 
Collector, or the Chairman of the Corporation, arbitrator on the other side, 
It would only be with the assent of all the parties concerned that such officer 
could be appointed the sole arbitrator. As, however, the amendment which 
his hon. friend had proposed made that clear, Mx. Reyorps was quite willing 
to accept it. - 

The Hoy. Mr. Anunpo Mouun Bose said, with regard to the latter part of the 
amendment, that the wording suggested would perhaps make the intention of 
the section clearer; but as to the first part of it, he thougiit it would be better 
thut the Surveyor of the Corporation should be left out, and he suggested this 
omission in the amendment for the consideration of the Council. Reasons had

The Hon. Mr. Harrison said he had an amendment to move in sec- 
tion 22, the object of which he would explain briefly. It embodied a 
uestion of principle which he was justified in saying the Hon. Mem "af 
charge of the Bill accepred and considered to be the principle of the — 
present section, but Mr. Harrtson doubted whether, as at present worded, 
it would effect its purpose. The question was this: It was important that- 
the effect of the survey, after it had been completed, should be final. And 
it was more than important in the interests of the Corporation, who - 
were paying a portion of the cost of the survey; because in the case “ 
of boundary disputes they could not at present appeal to the old 
survey with any advantage. The main object of the Corporation was to 
prevent small encroachments on the roads whenever an owner rebuilt his 
house or a portion of it. There were some streets in which such encroach- 
ments had been successfully made, and valuable portions of the public 
streets had thus been appropriated by private individuals. The. whole ‘of 
Caleutta was honeycombed with foundations, and sometimes it was impossible 
to say how they came there; and when houses were rebuilt the owners 
often pointed to foundations which encroached on the road, dnd claimed to 
set forward their houses on the line of those foundations. In some. cases, 
perhaps, such claims were well founded; in other cases they were not. And 
therefore the main benefit of the survey would be that when the tinke for appeal 
had expired. the results of the survey should be final. The Corporation would 
be able-to refer to the survey maps, and determine the boundaries according 
to those maps. “His fear was that this section of the Bill, as it was at present 
worded, would not lead to that result, because it simply said that no suit 
should lie to set aside any demarcation of boundaries unless brought within 
one year from the notification published in the Gaze/te approving of the survey. 
But the demarcation of boundaries, it was expressly enjoined, should be 
simply a record of possession: it would simply demarcate the boundaries in 
the possession of the parties. It would be décided at the time of the survey 
that such and such lands were in the possession of such and such parties. 
A person, however, might admit the question of possession, but might. clai 
that-it did not correspond with his title; that he was inno way bound ry 
the boundaries fixed by the survey; and that he had still a right to bring a 
suit, within the period of twelve years prescribed by the law of limitation, 
to alter the boundaries in accordance with what he might prove to be his right, 
Under these circumstances, Mr. Harrison submitted -that the wording, which 
he proposed in his amendment would set all disputes at rest. Gntie, 
any better wording was suggested, he did not ask that the wording in his 
amendment should be followed. It should, however, be made quite clear that 
the boundaries fixed by the survey were the correct boundaries,’ unless the — 
owner could show by a suit brought within one year that the boundariés so — 
marked were not the true boundaries.

Parties came forward afterwards to 
show that those portions of the streets were private lands, and that the surveyor 
who made the suryey had made mistakes in putting them in as parts of the streets, 
As he understood the matter, Calcutta had changed to a great extent during the 
last few. years, and therefore the survey made on the last occasion was not now 
a correct or complete survey of the town. Ditches had been filled up and 
converted into streets ; new streets had been opened out where there were no 
streets before, and it was highly desirable that there should be a fresh survey 
to show What was the present state of the town. But he did not think it was 
intended that private interests were to be prejudiced. If a person had by the 
law of limitation twelve years to recover possession of his lands, he did not 
see ied py the mere fact of a fresh survey having become necessary, that 
right should be ig alti 
The Hon. Mr. Anunpo Mounvn Bose said that he thought the Council ought 
not to accept the amendment of the hon. member, and for the reasons whieh 
had been pointed cut by his hon. friend Babu Kally Nath Mitter. According 
to the present law, by virtue of Art. 14 of the Second Schedule to the Limitation 
Act, a suit could only be brought within one year to set aside an act or order 
by a Government Officer; and the section in the Bill embodied that general 
provision, But it had been held over and over again by the Courts that, though 
you might not bring a suit within twelve years so as to set aside an official act, 
yet virtually and practically the same suit might lie when it was framed so as 
to make it a suit for the recovery of possession. Therefore, under the present 
law, if a person had been improperly deprived of possession over premises, 
lands or buildings, he could come up within twelve years and assert his right, 
but he could not frame it as a suit to set aside the demarcation of houndaries 
by the Superintendent; and that was exactly the principle which had been 
embodied in the Bill and laid before the Council by the Select Committee. But 
it appeared that the object of the amendment was to carry this principle 
a great deal further, namely, that it should be held that the boundary line of 
the survey should be accepted as correct unless a suit was brought within a year. 
It Was not for him to give any positive interpretation of those words; but it 
seemed to him that the effect of the proposed alteration in the language of the 
section, coupled with the speech of his hon’ble friend the mover of the amend- 
ment, might be to shew that it was the intention of the Legislature to alter the 
present law as to limitation. It was not desirable that under the cover of the 
present law for the survey of the town, and without any notice to the general 
pe they should encroach upon private rights, whatever might be the reason 

or proposing the change. He might further point out one thing. Accord- 

ing to the amendment, the boundaries were to be accepted as correct unless a 
suit was, brought within one year from the date of the not fication approving of 
the survey. ‘'I'his would seem to imply that the presumption as to the correct- 
ness of the survey boundary was to cease when a suit was brought within the 
year. But he mght ask what would happen if such a suit were to be instituted 
without resulting in a decision on the merits. There might be a nonsuit, or the 
case ee be dismissed on the ground of some formal defect, and might or might 
not be followed by other suits. The presumption as to correctness haying been 
once destroyed, the amendment did not proceed to provide for this state of 
affairs, For all these reasons he thought the amendment ougl:t not to be 
adopted, and that the Council ought to leave the section exactly as it was. 

The How. Me. Rervoups said that the amendment, as interpreted by 
the s #8 Of the two Hon. Members, seemed to raise a double issue—one an 
issue of principle, and the other an issue which was merely verbul. He might 
say at once that his object in framing section 22, as it stood, was to secure the 
end which the’ Hon'ble Mr. Harrison intended to secure by his amendment.

Bill, than by the words of the amendment. He might say 
his intention to carry out that result; but he understood 
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there were some objections to this Council passing a law which would ¢onflict 
with the wording of the Limitation Act, which was an Act passed by the 
Governor-General in Council. If that was the case, perhaps the Hon, the 
Adyocate-General would explain the point. If the amendment were shown to 
be inadmissible on this ground, Mr, Reynotps hoped that the Hon, Member 
would be willing to allow the section to stand in the Bill as it was. 

The Hon, Tae Apyocare-Grnerat said that it seemed to him that the 
amendment in no way extended the operation of the Bill. The survey was based 
upon evidence of possession, and the boundaries mentioned in the Hon. Member's 
amendment would be arrived at in the same way, namely, upcn ‘evidence 
of possession, There was not a single word as to “title” in the Bill, but it 
was proposed to get rid of the question of title in an indirect manner. The 
question of title could not be set at rest by one year’s limitation. The ee 
Council had no power to take away that right whieh every person had under 
the present law to bring a suit for recovering possession of his property within 
twelve years. The section which had been pointed out to him as possibly 
giving the Bengal Council that power was section 6 of the Limitation Act, 
which provided as follows:—‘‘ When, by any special or local law now or here- 
after in force in British India, a period of limitation is specially prescribed for 
any suit, appeal or application, nothing herein contained shall affect or alter the 

eriod so prescribed.” That section being read subject to section 42 of the 
fndian Councils’ Act relates to Acts to be passed by the Governor-General in 
Council. Therefore the position he took up was this: jist, that the amendment 
would not extend tiie operation of this Bill. Section 11 of the Bill provided that 
an appeal should lie to the Board of Revenue. When that tribunal disposed 
of the appeal, there was an end to all litigation under the Act, except so far as 
section 22 provided that a suit might be brought within one year, If the 
object of the amendment was to affect title to land, he said it would not affect 
the question of title at all by providing a limitation of one year, as this Council 
had not the power to do that. 

The Hoy. Mr. Hanuison said that he was justly entitled to congratulate 
himself that the hon. member in charge of the bil Rad intended by the section 
in the Bill to produce the same result that the amendment before the Council 
had for its object, but it appeared that Hon. Members who opposed the amend- 
ment thought it would not achieve that result, Then the next questions were 
whether it was desirable that that result should be achieved, whether the words 
he suggested would achieve it, and whether it was within the competence of 
this Council. As to whether it was desirable, he thought that if it was not 
done the survey would be deprived of a very great part of its advantages. it 
was precisely the element of finality that would make the survey the greatesc 
boon, and it was on that account so desirable to attach a special period of 
limitation for the decision of all questions in relation to the pane to be 
demarcated by the survey. In the old possessory action of Magistrates there 
was a fixed period of limitation of six months within which parties were bound 
to bring a suit to ulter the decision of the Magistrate. Similarly, aftera survey 
was made and the boundaries laid down, a certain period should be allowed 
to bring a suit to prove any inherent rights of title, but if sach right was not 
exercised within the time so fixed, the boundaries so determined should not be 
subject to be contested when any person rebuilt his house and sought to 
encroach upon the public toad. In the second place, the question was whether 
the amendment did carry out the intention, With all respeet to the opinion of 
the learned Advocate-General, Mr. Harrison maintained that the amendment 
did effect that object so far as the municipality was concerned, because there 
was no question that, when the lands lying alongside the road were once 
finally demarcated, no one could thereafter claim any portion Bi leowle nega 
Therefore, if it could be said that the correct boundaries wf the road and 
the lands adjoining it were correctly marked in the survey, then all the 
disputes which now occurred would virtually be. at an,end, as far a i 
the rights of the public No person could successfully elaim that land was 
at one and the same time a part of a public road a part of his private 
property.

‘circumstances, the expression ‘ British India” eould not be intended to mean the 
whole of British India; otherwise it would not be a local law. If the 
objection to this being a local law fell to the ground, the objection to a law of 
the Bengal Couneil applicable to Calcutta only also fell to the ground; and 
therefore this Council had power to pass either the section contained in the 
Bill, or the amendment now before the Council. While he was not in favour 
of the amendinont, he thought the section in the Bill would have the desired 
effect. 

The Ffon. Mr. Harrison, with reference to the opiniun of the learned 
Adyocate-Generul, then asked leave to withdraw the amendment. 

His Honour THE Presipenr said that he thought, on the whole, this was 
the more sensible course to take. In this conflict betwoen lawyers it was 
difficult for laymen exactly to understand the point. It ssemed to him that if 
they looked upon the way in which section 22 had been drawn, it would be a 
very doubtful question whether the Assistant Superintendent’s decision on 
evidence of possession and the appeal to the Board of Revenue on the possessory 
evidence, could be set aside by a Civil Court if brought after twelve monthis from 
such decision. If parties dispossessed came before a Civil Court and asked for 
redress, section 22 would seem to preclude them unless an action was brought 
within twelve months. ‘he words were clear “ that no suit should be entertained 
to set aside any demarcation of boundaries unless brought within one year after 
the date of the notification.” It would be after all for the Courts to decide 
whether section 22 evaded the right of limitation for twelve years or not. 
lt was therefore better to leave the section as it stood in the Bill 

The motion was then by leave withdrawn, and section 22 was agreed to. 

The Hon. Mk. Harrison moved the following amendment in section 24, 
viz., that at the end of section 24 (a), for “or” substitute ‘ and by fixing a copy 
on some conspicuous part of the land or premises to which it relates, or.” The 
object of the amendment, he said, was, if possible, to diminish the chance of a 
case being decided in the absence of the parties interested. In ordinary cases, 
no doubt, the parties would attend ; but in some eases it would so evidently be 
the interest of one of the parties, if possible, to keep the other party in ignor- 
ance of what was being done, that special efforts might be made to prevent the 
other “y, if out of Calcutta, from being made aware of the date fixed for the 
consideration of objections as to boundaries. The section provided that notice 
“ should be served by delivering the same to the person to whom it is directed, 
or on failure of such service, by posting the same on some conspicuous part of 
the house-in which the said persun usually resides or holds his office, or carries 
on his business, or by delivering the same to an agent or servant Of sue!) person, 
orto'a mele adult member of his family.” In all these alternative courses 
it might be so. manipulated by persons interested, that the notice should no 
reach the person interested. It would be safer to add that in all these cases at 
copy of the notice nmust be affixed to some conspicuous part of the land or pre- 
mises to which it relates He did not think that would be considered superfluous 
as an additional precaution to prevent the notice escaping attention.

But looking to section 6 of the Bill, which provided for cases in 
which the parties failed to a zon after service of notice, it seemed hard to 
reconcile tlie two sections. ‘hy e amendment he proposed was one which seemed 
to meet the object of the Bill, viz., finality in decisions, and was on the whole 
more equitable. Section 21 provided that, after all objections had been decided, 
the Lieutenant-Governor should signify his approval of the survey. That was 
a sort of wind-up of the survey, and left objectors to bring their suits within a 
year. If a person neglected his own interest so long that he waited till this 
final notice in the Guzette, and did not object that the notice never reached 
him, he might be fairly told that he was too late; and that. would seem to 
meet all requirements. 'The amendment would not oat harmonize this section . 
with section 6, but would justify the rejection of all objections made after 
the approval of survey had been notified in the Gazette. 

The motion was put and agreed to. j 

His Honour Tue Presipent remarked that, as the Bill had given rise to som 
discussion, he thought it would be better if its final passing into law was 
postponed till the next meeting of the Council.

<r P JUNIOR SCHOLARSHIP RULES. 

One hundred and fifty-two Government junior scholarships are awarded 
annually at the University Extrance examination to successiul candidates 
educated at schools in Bengal. . 

2. The scholarships are of three grades—10 of tlre first grade carrying 
monthly stipends of Rs 20, 47 of the second grade carrying monthly stipends 
of Rs, 15, and 95 of the third grade carrying monthly stipends of Rs, 10. 

%... With the sanction of the Director of Public Instruction, a junior 
scholarship may be held at any one of the affiliated colleges in Bengal which 
the holder may select. A Government junior scholarship may also be held in 
the United Kingdom, subject to the conditions of good conduct and satis- 
factory progress, But a Government junior scholarship held in Bengal is not 
transferable to other provinces of India, 

4, Each scholarship will, subject to good conduct, be tenable for two 
years, provided the holder is certified by the Principal of his College, at the end 
of the First year, to have made due progress in a collegiate course of instruction. 

_°5, The holder of a junior scholarship in an institution not under the 
management of Government will be liable at any time to be examined by two 
persons appointed by the Director of Public Instruction, and approved by 
the Principal of the College to which he belongs; and on proof of unsatis- 
factory progress, to be deprived of his scholarship.

__Amthe end of the week ending Friday, 7th, as noted in last week’s weather report 
ght, but extensive. cold weather depression had advanced from Central or Upper India, 
-eactwards through the Province. ‘his disturhance gave throughout the 
Province on Frivay evening and Saturday-a series of thunder-sturms, which, in several of their 
features, resembled the nor’-wester storms of the hot weather months. The rainfall accom. 

panying the disturbance was hence very unequally distributed, ranging in amount from zero 

wp to an inch and a half. The storms in the Rungpore district gave severe hnil showers, which 
wae to have done much damage to the standing crops in some parts of the district. 
disturbance filled up or passed eastwards from East Bengal on Saturday evening, 

The barometer rose rapidly unti) the 12th or 13th; the temperature and humidity of the air 
fecopes: and light westerly to northerly wiads prevailed throughout the Provinee. The 

eather in Upper India appears to be unusnally changeable at the present time. A second 

cold weather depression commenced to torm in Vorthera Rajputana and the Punjab on 
the 12th. It was smaller and much less important than the previous cold weather disturbance, 
Tt caused a general and rapid fall of the barometer in Bengal, commencing on the 12th or 
18th. It affected the weather throughout the Province in the usual manner, increasing the 
temperature and humidity and changing the direction and character of the winds, The 
depression ap tly passed into Behar and Chutia Nagpur, to nearly the whole of which 
area it gave light to moderate rain. In parts of the Hazaribagh and Lohardugga districts, 
amounts ing from one to tw inches were received. South Behar obtained an average 
rainfall of half an inch from the disturbance, ‘The depression filled up on the 15th without 
passing into bengal, when ordinary cold weather conditions were again established 
throughout the Province. 

The barometer was much below its average height at the commencement of the week 
uuder review. It rose steadily until the 12th or 13th by amounts ranging from qisth of an 
inch at the coast stations to ;th of an inch at the Behar and North Bengal stations, It fell 
rather rapidly on the 13th and 14th, but was somewhat anove its normal height at the end 
of the week. The mean pressure of the weck was below its normal height, except in East 
Bengal, the eastern districts of South-West Bengal, and Cnutia Nagpur. The deficiency 
varied from *01” at Berhampore to ‘(04” at Culcu taand Purneah. The Darjeeling barometric 
observations (if correct) appear to indicate unusually low pressure over the hills to the 
north of Bengal, the deficieucy at that station for the week exceeding a tenth of an inch. 

Temperature has varied very considerably from the normal temperature of the period 
during the week 1t was*much above the average at the commencement of the week. 
The disappearance of the first depression «f the week was followed by a rapid decline of 
tempersture which continued until the 1ith The formation and existence of tne second 
depression of the week was accompanied by the usual large increase in the tempe:ature, 
more especially the night temperature, This caused a rise in the mean teusperatu e on the 
13th and 14th, varying from 2° to 6° in amount, ‘Ihe following table gives temperature data

Tue following remarks give a brief 1 resumé of the more important feature 
of the rainfall of the province of Bengal during the south-west monsoon 
xiod, May to October 1886, and an introductor y statement of the chief 
bs tures of the weather, antecedent to the rains. 
Janu was drier than usual. Behar obtained light showers from 
a depression which advanced into it from Upper India. February was unusually 
ary and cool, No rain fell, with the exception of some light showers 
Behar and Bengal. The rapid increase of temperature which murks 
the transition to the hot weather, and which in South Bengal is almost 
cont raneous with the establishment of southerly sea breezes in the coast 
districts, took place in the beginning of March, or nearly a fortnight lator than 
usual, ‘The weather in March was somewhat disturbe -d. A series of nor’ westers 
occurred ‘between the 21st and 29th in all divisions, except Behar and North 
Temperature increased rapidly in April; but the whole of that 
mon and. ‘the first week of May were unusually free from atmospheric 
\ | was ultimately followed by a prolonged and vigorous 
of thunderste forms or nor’westers, occurring between the 12th and 18th 
ve ly heavy and general rain to the whole province. 
afterwards the first advance of southerly moist winds into 
rred and gave rise to a small cyclone that 
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advanced westwards to the Coromandel Coast near Pondicherry on the 24th. 
A brief interval of inaction in the south of the Bay, from the 24th to the 30th, 
was contemporaneous with a strengthening of the local sea winds in Bengal, 
which gave fairly general ‘rain, heaviest in East Bengal, and diminishing in 
amount westwards. 

The meteorological conditions antecedent to the advent of the rains pro 
had thus been approximately normal in character. ‘The variations of the distri- 
bution of pressure from the mean were extremely small, more especially in 
March and April. Pressure was slightly higher in East Bengal relativel 
to the normal, and very slightly lower in Orissa, Chutia Nagpur, and Sout 
Behar. The variations were, however, so small as to indicate the absence 
of those special meteorological conditions which apparently precede serious 
deficiency of the rain-supply and drought over large areas. The next advance 
of south-west monsoon winds occarred in the first week of June. It gave— 
rise to the formation of two small storms off the Aracan Coast, which advanced 
into East Bengal and gave it copious rain. A third and much more powerful 
advance originated on the 14th or 15th a large depression and storm, which 
marched across the coast near Saugor Island on the 16th, and drifted west north- 
westwards into Rajputana, initiating the rains in Western Bengal, Chutia Nag- 
pur, and Behar. The rains proper were thus at least a week later than usual 
in bemg established over the greater part of the province. General rain, 
due to this first large influx of the moisture current of the south-west monsoon, 
continued in all parts of the province until the 9th or 10th of July, when a 
feeble depression began to form near the head of the Bay. A partial break 
in the rains commenced in the western and central districts, and lasted until 
the 20th or 2lst of July, when the depression advanced across Orissa and 
Chutia Nagpur into Bundlecund. Geveral rain followed and continued uatil 
the 10th August. An unusually large proportion of this rainfl was deter- 
mined to South Behar, avd the western districts of South-West Bengal and 
Chutia Nagpur, where the local conditions gave ris» to a slight depression, 
which continued in existence from the 25th to 30th July. Some ex -assive 
rainfalls occurred during this period in that area. Ranigunj received 16:89 
inches on the 26th, and Hetampore 15:32 inches on the 25th July. A slight 
break in the rains, chiefly felt in Behar, followed during the generation of 
another storm in the Bay. This crossed the Ganjam Qoast on the 18th of 
August. Its passage across Orissa into the Central Provinces was accompanied 
by a large influx of vapour, and hence by general rain throughout the province. 

It was especially heavy in East and North Bengal. 

The monsvon current was unusually strong in September. During the first 
three weeks, three depressions formed in succession at the head of the , and 
advanced across the coast of Orissa, through Chutia Nagpur, into South Biter, 
The indraught to them brought up unusually large supplies of aqueous vapour 
to all parts of the province. A fourth depression was generated during the last 
week of the month, which crossed the Ganjam Coast. The rainfall accompanyin 
that disturbance in Bengal was chiefly given to Orissa and South-West Bengal. 
The rainfall of September was especially abundant in the Gya, Bhagulpore, 
Dinagepore, and Purneah districts, and m the Sonthal Pergunnahs, Some 
very heavy falls in 24 hours were recorded. Julpigori received 15°71 inches 
on the 13th. ‘The rainfall of the month of October was of a very unusual 
character. A small depression formed at the commencement of the month and 
marched through Orissa into South Behar. This gave general rain to the province. 
The southern districts of South Behar and the Hansritegh istrict obtained 
during the latter part of its existence excessive rain, which @ heavy floods 
in the Sone valley. Two depressions, which marched to the west pens of the 
Bay during the latter half of October, influenced the weather toa slight extent 
in Bengal. Occasional thunderstorms occurred in Bengal, and moderate | 
heavy rain in Orissa, Chutia Nagpur and South Behar. The southern distri 
of East Bengal receiyed moderate rain from a small subsidiary depression 
which adyanced into it on the 20th.

The rainfall of the month of May was either approximately equal to or 
above the average in all districts, with the exception of Mymensingh, and 
Julpigori and Cooch Behar. ‘The excess was greatest in South-West Bengal, 
North Behar, the southern districts of Chutia Nagpur, the Dinagepore and 
Rungpore districts of North Bengal, the Monghyr district and the Sonthal 
Pergunnahs, over nearly the whole of which it exceeded 40 per cent. This 
unusually saad rainfall in May, due in part to a prolonged atmospheric 
disturbance in the earlier part of the month, was followed, as is frequently 
the ease, by a slight retardation in the arrival of the monsoon proper, and 
hence by a general deficiency of rainfall in June. 

The rainfall of the month of June was generally below the average, and 
was very unequally distributed. The Cuttack and Balasore districts obtained 
from 40 to 50 per cent. above the normal amount. South Behar (excluding 
the Patna district) received an average of from 15 to 30 per cent. in excess 
Over the remainder of the province the rainfall was either approximately 
normal erin defect. he deficiency exceeded 20 per cent. in the northern 
districts of East Bengal, the whole of North Bengal (excluding Rajshahye and 
Maldah), North Behar (excluding Durbhunga and North Bhagulpore), and the 
Patna district, the Midnapore, Bankoorah, Beerbhoom, and Nuddea districts of 
South-West Bengal, and the Hazaribagh and Manbhoom districts. The 
deficiency was actually greatest in the northern districts of North Bengal, 
where it was very nearly 40 per cent. Hence the rainfall of the month of 
June was considerably in defect over the great part of North Behar and North 
Bengal, the northern districts of Rast Bengal, the northern districts of Chutia 
Nagpur, and the adjacent districts of South-West Bengal. 

The rainfall of the month of July was fairly well distributed and abundant. 
Balasore, Midnapore, Bogra, Rungpore, Hazaribagh, and Lohardugga were the 
only districts in which there was a deficiency exceeding 10 per cent. In 
North and East Bengal the rainfall was generally slightly in excess, except in 
Noakholly, Dacca and Comillah, where the excess varied from 25 to 50 
percent. The rainfall in South-West Bengal was copious, but very irregularly 
distributed. The Beerbhoom district was a centre of very heavy rain, 
and received about 60 per cent. in excess. Hooghly and Nuddea obtained 
a rainfall 33 per cent. in excess. Behar also received unusually abundant rain. 
Over the whole of that area (excluding South Bhagulpore and the Sonthal Per- 
gunnahs) the rainfall of the month was from 25 to 100 per cent. above the 
av . The Patna and Sarun districts formed the centre of heaviest rainfall. 
Very heavy local downpours occurred in the areas of heaviest precipitation, 
which gave rise to unusually high floods in Behar, The rainfall of the month 
of July was hence to a considerable extent opposite in character and distribu- 
tion to that of the month of June. ; 

The rainfall of the next month (August) was similar in character to that 
of July. It was generally above the average, and was most abundant 
in N Behar, North and Kast Bengal, or those districts which received the 
smallest amounts at the commencement of the monsoon (i.e. in June). In 
North Behar, the rainfall] was abnormally heavy in the Purneah, Durbhunga, 
M re, and Chumparun districts, which received from 60 to 8) per cent. 
above the average. = East Bengal, Backergunge obtained its normal 
amount, Qver tho. remainder of that division the rainfall was from 25 to 
60. per cent. in excess, the Dacca district being the centre of heaviest raintall. 
Over the whole of Norti Bengal and South Behar, and in the Beerbhoom, 
Nuddea, Jessore, Khoolna and Moorshedabad districts, the rainfall was 
eer atly in excess.

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Dinagepore, Gya and South Bhagulpore districts, and in the Sonthal Pergunnahs, 
where it was more than twice the average rainfall of the month: This 
rainfall was chiefly due to the invasion of an unusually strong moisture current, 
which gave frequent and prolonged rain, more especially in Behar and North 
Bengal. There were many cases of intense local rainfall for brief periods, 
but these were generally not in the districts of largest total precipitation. 

The rainfall of the month of October was very unusual in character and 
distribution There was a stroug influx of aqueous vapour to the greater part 
of Behar and the adjacent districts of Chutia Nagpur during the first fortnight, 
which gave unusually heavy rain, The Sarun, Shahabad, Gya, Monghyr, 
Hazaribagh and Lohardugga districts received total amounts varying from 
two to four times the normal rainfull of the month. The heaviest precipitation 
occurred in the Gya, Hazaribagh, and Shahabad districts or in the middle Sone 
valley, and occasioned severe floods. In Bengal and Orissa the rain fell chiefly 
during thunderstorms, and was henve very local and capricious in character. 
North Bengal and East Bengal (excluding Chittagong and Maldah, in which 
there wos a slight excess) received amounts from 10 te 60 per cent. less than the 
mean fall of the month. Over the greater part of South-West Bengal and in 
Orissa the rainfall varied very slightly (generally in defect) from the normal, 
It was deficient in the Bankoora and Midnapore districts and in the 24-Pergun- 
nabs by amounts slightly exceeding 20 per cent. 

The preceding sketch has shown that the monsoon rains of 1886 were 
unusually plentiful. The monsoon was slightly later in being established 
over the province than usual, and was below its normal strength in June. It 
gave excessive rain during the months of July and August to the northern and 
eastern districts of tle province, or to North and Central Behar, North and 
East Bengal, during September and October to South Behar, and in Oetober 
to Chutin Nagpur. The only districts in which there was a deficiency in the 
total rainfall of the monsoon period were—Singbhoom, Midnapore, Bankoora, 
Mymensingh, Backergunge, Rungpore aud Julpigori. The deficiency was. less 
than 5 per cent. (or the rainfall practically normal), except in Singbhoom 
anda portion of Midnapore (represented by the stations of Contai and Tumlook), 
in which it slightly exceeded 15 per cent. Over the whole of Bengal ( with the 
exception of the districts mentioned above), the monsoon rainfall of 1886 was 
frow 5 to 24 per cent above the average, tie excess, roughly speaking, increas. 
ing in amount from east to west and from south to north. It was greatest in 
the Dacca and Dinagepore districts, for which it was 23 and 22 per cent. respec- 
tively. [he excess was less marked in Chutia Nagpur and Orissa. In these 
areas Cuttack and Hazaribagh received the largest excess, the percentage 
variations for these two districts being 19 and 11 per cent. 

The most marked feature ofthe scason was the excessive rainfall over the 
whole of Behar. It was due rather tu steady, prolonged downpours than to 
occasional violent precipitation, and hence accompanied a continuous determin- 
ation of the moisture current to that area during the monsoon. It received 
from 14 to 24 inches above the normal amount. ‘The excess, expressed as a 
percentage, ranged from 40 per cent. in Chumparun to 59 per cent. in Gya. 
Gya, Patna, and Sarun formed the centre of this area of abundant rainfall, 4 

To sum up :— , hs 

1, The monsoon of 1886 was unusually favourable. It gave abundant 
rain, lasted until the middle of October in Behar, and until the end of October 
in Béngal. _I¢s final withdrawal southwards was not followed by the formation 
of any cyclone entering the province. el one 

2. It was characterized by prolonged periods of general rain rather than 
by excessive or violent local precipitation. In Bengal, Orissa, and Chutia
